"The deed, never surpassed in cru- 
elty by any band of savages, Is

"One scene surpasses in horror -all 
others: It Is the fusillade of tho Kock 
Bayard near Dlnant. 
It appears to 
have, been ordered by Col. Jlelstcr.

Whitlock also touches upon the hor- 
rors at L»ou\'ain, saying:

Old men. women, children, tho 
sick, priests, nuns were driven on th« 
roads like cattle.

"sands upon thousands of Belgians into 
virtual slavery in Germany. 
His reports to 
that 
effect, 
made 


while he was still at Brussels, arc on 
file in the archives of the state 
de- 


partment. They add the last testimony 
—if proof were needed—that all of the 
atrocities charged up to the Huns are 
basnd upon hideous 
facts 
and 
not 


merely upon the inflamed imagination 
of hostile populations. 
Whitlock in his capacity as a diplo- 
mat of a. power, still at that time at 
•peace with Germany, reported facts to 
his superior officers. 
They did 
not 
want propaganda stories either for or 
against anyone. 
Washington 
wanted 
to know what was going on in Bel- 
gium. 
Whitlock reported the news with as 
much accuracy as it was possible for 
him to get it. And he got it first-hand 
because the American legation, was the 
clearing house through which the vic- 
tims of the Huns passed. 
For a long time Whitlock'a reports 
have been locked up. 
Now they 
are 
released, forming part of a 
94-page 
book on "German War Practices," is- 
sued by George Creel's committee on 
publication, and edited by Prof. D. C. 
Munro o£ Princeton university. 
Whitlock's arst dispatches regarding 
the cruelties of the Germans were 
Bent in 191* when tho kaiser's legions 
were spreading death and terror be- 
fore them: 
"Summary executions took place at 
Dinant," lie wrote, "without the least 
semblance of judgment The names a,nd 
number of the victims are not known, 
but they must be numerous.

On January 16. 1817, while still In 
Brussels—even thousrh It was occu- 
pied by tho Germans—Whltlocli made 
a report to the state department say- 
Ing unions; other things: 
"I have In mind, and I might say, 
on, my conscience, since tho Germans 
beg'an to deport Belgian workmen in 
November to prepare for the depart- 
ment u detailed report on this latent 
instance of brutality, but there have 
been so many obstacles in the way 
of obtaining evidence on which a calm 
and judicious opinion could be based, 
and one Is so overwhelmed with the 
horror of the thins Itself, that it has 
been and even now is difllcult to write 
calmly and justly about it. 
"In order to understand fully the 
situation it is necessary to go back 
to the autumn of 3914. 
At the time 
we were organizing; the relief work, 
the Comite National (Belgian relief 
organization) proposed an arrangement 
by which the 
Belgian 
government 
should pay its own employes left in 
Belgium, and other unemployed men 
besides, the wages they had been ac- 
customed to receive. 
The 
Belgians 
wished to do this both for humanitar- 
ian and patriotic purposes; they wished 
to provide the unemployed with the 
means of livelihood and, at the same 
time, to prevent their working for 
the Germans.. I refused to be connect- 
ed in any way with this plan and told 
tho Belgian committee that it had many 
possibilities of danger; that not only 
would it place a premium on idleness, 
but that it would ultimately exasper- 
ate the Germans. However, the policy 
was adopted and has been continued 
in practice, and on the rolls of the 
Comite National have been borne tho 
names of hundreds of thousands—some 
700,000, I believe—of idle men receiv- 
ing this dole, distributed through com- 
munes. 


"The presence of these unemployed, 
however, was a constant temptation to 
German cupidity.

"One of the most sorely tried com- 
munities was that of the little village 
of Tamines down in, what is known as 
the Borinage, the coal fields of Char- 
lerol.

"Finally, however, the military par- 
ty, always brutal, and with an

tounding ignorance of public opinion 
and of moral sentiment, determined to 
put these idle men to work. 


"General von Bissing- and the civil 
portion of his entourage had always 
been and even now are opposed to 
this policy and I think have sincerely 
done what they could, first, to prevent 
its adoption and, secondly to 
lighten 
the rigors of its application." 
With regard to the above by Whit- 
lock. the Germans had solemnly

Whitlock and the Spanish and Dutch 


ministers protested apainst the depor- 
tation of men who were at work al- 
ready, 
because they clearly did not 


come within the brutal German order 
that 
all 
unemployed men 
should 
be 


deported. 
The Spanish Intention lodged 


protests concerning aboui 200 men a 
day and the Dutch about as high as 
1500. 
Whitlock at that time estimat- 


ed that 100,000 persons; had been de- 
ported, of whom only 2000 were 
re- 


turned. 


Belgian burgomasters asked Whit- 


lock 
to obtain 
permission 
to send 


packages of food to the deported, sim- 
ilar to those sent, to prisoners of war, 
b u t . except in special instances, this 
was refused. 


Whitlock concludes his report us fol- 


lows: 


"One interesting1 result, of the 
de- 


portations remains to be noted, a re- 
sult that once more places in relief 


the German capacity for 
blundering1, 


almost as great as the German capac- 
ity for cruelty. 
Until the deportations 


-were begun there tvas nn intense ha- 
t.red on the part of the lower classes, 
that is. the workingmen and the peas- 
ants. 
The old Germans of the La/nd- 


strum had been quartered in Flemish 
homes; they and the inmates spoke 
nearly the same language; they got 
along fairly well; they 
helped the 


women with the work, the poor and 
the humble having zione of those ha- 
treds of patriotism that are among the 
privileges of the upper classes. 


"It is conceivable that the Flemish 


population might have existed under 
German rule; it was Teutonic in its 
origin and anti-French always. 


"But now the Germans have changed 


all that..

RAILROAD PROBLEMS 


The plight of the railroads is the 


most discouraging aspect ot our prep- 
arations for war. 
How present condi- 


tions were 
brought 
nbput 
is 
well 


known. 
Regulation 
by ^orty-eight 


states under which one state through 
selfishness or political causes 
might 


block the will of all the'others has 
been ;• groat factor. 
The 
policy of 


banging the railroads us bloated cor- 
porations opposed to the interests of 
thn people was carried, to a ruinous 
extreme. The result is a loss of credit 
on the part of the railroads and a re- 
sultant financial collapse. 


The remedies proposed by the rail- 


roads themselves have been numerous 
and varied, but they may be sum- 
marized in a general way in the fol- 
lowing: 


First—Federal supervision 
of rail- 


road securities. 
Second—Federal 
incorporation 
of 


interstate carriers. 
Third—Federal regulation of ratea 
Fourth—A regional and 
functional 


division of the work of the Interstate 
commerce commission. 
Fifth—Restriction of 
rate suspen- 


sions to not more than sixty days. 
Sixth—Giving the Interstate com- 


merce commission power to prescribe 
minimum as well as maximum rates. 


The railroad executives believe that 


•with unified regulation under one head 
and regional sub-divisions, the present 
difficulties would ho overcome. Many 
varied views are offered as to how the 
railroads can be rehabilitated without 
government ownership, among which 
are the following: 


First—Increased rates and shorter 


periods of suspension. 
Second—Federal regulation of rates 


and security Issues. 
Third—Federal regulation of wages. 
Fourth—Repeal of state and federal 
anti-trust acts in their application to 
railroads. 
Fifth—A division of the duties of 


the .Interstate commerce commission, 
so the same body does not act as pro- 
secutor, judge and jury. 
Sixth—-Co-operation on the part of 
legislative, regulating and shipping in- 
terests to protect railroad credit and 
to further railroad expansion. 
Seventh—Co-operation of investors 


to protect and maintain credit. 
Eighth—Recognition of our national 


unity of interest in 
a 
fundamental 


economic problem. 


The third and fourth of these propo- 


sitions, particularly the fourth, seem 
quite radical, although both may be 
found necessary in order to bring the 
railroads back to their normal condi- 
tion of prosperity ami working effi- 
ciency. 


There has been such an overwhelm- 


ing slump in railroad securities that it 
will require about a billion dollars a 
year for'sortie years to. bring them up 
to ?- status in which they will be able 
to handle the ever expanding business 
of the country in a satisfactory man- 
ner. But Tve are at war, and 
the 


needs of the government are impera- 
tive. Hence there is no time for ex- 
perimentation or the slow constructive 
work here suggested. Hence govern- 
ment control for the duration of the 
war and government assistance finan- 
cially appear to be the only methods 
by which the railroads can be made 
to meet the present 
needs 
of the 


nation. 


President Wilson has 
decided 
to 


recommend to congress a plan for the 
unification of the railroads for the 
duration of the war. It will probably 
overcome their present 
inability 
to 


meet the necessities.of the nation.

Pension "Widows 


In the Ashbrook pen F ion bill, which 
passed the last session of con gross, 
the American government t'or t.he iir.'-t 
time offers certain, of its women cit- 
izens an insurance against, unsuccess- 
ful marriage. 
Up to the present, time 
a pensioned soldier's widow who re- 
married 
automatically 
disappeared 
from the pension rolls. But now, un- 
der this new legislation, she can re- 
sumo her pensionable status; on 
thtj 
death of her second husband. 
But the law 
does far more 
than 
that. 
In case such a soldier's widow 
marries again and is divorced from the 
second husband for causes that reflect 
no discredit upon herself, 
she again 
automatically 
regains 
her 
pension. 
Evidently remarriage 
is thus 
mndo 
safe for soldiers' widows, tho sacred 
institution, so far 
as they are 
con- 
cerned, loses its traditional character 
of a letterv. 
Taken in 
connection 
with the easy divorce laws ot many 
states, the 
eligible 
soldier's 
widow- 
runs not the slightest risk. 
She en- 
ters ttie state with the foreknowledge, 
that, if the prospective husband proves 
unsatisfactory, the government, stands- 
ready to protect tier against the finan- 
cial "consequences of having made a 
bad choice. 
This pension wonder advances to the 
pension 
roll 
many 
thousand.1^ 
of 
widows who have been storming' it. foi 
years. The original pension law granr- 
cd allowances oulv to "war widows" 
—that is, women whose husbands luul 
been killed in tiie Civil war. 
But con- 
gress, in 1S90. 
passed 
a law which 
"covered in" all the women who had 
married soldiers up to that date. This 
legislation caused tremendous protect 
at the .time, 
HH it. was claimed that 
young women, 
horn in many 
cases, 
litter tho war, had married 
veterans 
inerelv for the purpose of 
ast-emling 
the pension roll after their husband's 
death. 
In this Ashljrpok law, any zirl who 
married a 
KoHiusr 
before

will 
draw 5"0 a month for life after hi.- 
death.

ITALIAN*

NORTHERN ITALY, Dec. 11.—(By The 
Associated Press)—A visit today to the 
headquarters of a major general com- 
manding- a division of heroic Alpin: and', 
Bersagleri disclosed the story of the 
manner in which this division held tho 
heights back of the Asiaso plateau 
until it was cut to pieces and the rem- 
nant was compelled to fall back to its 
present new lino. The general is now 
engaged in re-forming his shattered 
forces which were seen tn long lines 
along the roads preparing to go back 
into tho fight. 


A major of the general's staff who 
toward the close of the fight collected 
the remaining men of the division and 
led th^m in the linal charges until the 
order for retirement came, gave a first 
hand description of the struggle. 
He 
said there were three Beryaglieri regi- 
ments,-some Alpine battalions and one 
infantry regiment in the division in 
addition to the usual quota of batteries 
ot field and middle calibre guns. These 
were ranged back of Asingo when the 
enemy's drive reached 
its 
maximum 


intensity last Wednesday. For 24 hours 
one Bersaglieri regiment 
had 
held 
Monte Tondarecar until its 
platoons 
ha,d been reduced* from thirty men to 
six. 
It was then that the battalions 
of Alpini were sent to their relief. 
8(alttied to Death 


The Alpini fought their way up the 
hill, gaining the summit against heavy 
odds, only to find their comrades cut 
to pieces. 
Most of them were lying 
dead from stab wounds. Now the Al- 
pini battalions found themselves In the 
centre of a concentration 
of 
enemy 
forces which carried back and forth 
in the fury of the fighting along the 
slopes. 
Others remained on the sum- 
mit with the enemy surrounding them. 
At 9 o'clock on Wednesday morning 
the colonel of these battalions sent 
his last report to the general, it.-said 
laconically: . "The enemy is on all sides 
and I am about to charge." That was 
the last which was ever heard of him 
or of any of his men. 
The enveloping enemy masses grew 
denser, and the gtUIant Alpini 
band 
which had gone to rescue the Bersag- 
lieri was wiped out of existence. 
The fighting continued along 
other 
points. of the line until 
the forces 
were decimated and it became clear 
that the enemy greatly outnumhered 
the Italians. The general himself who 
was directing operations from a point 
just back of the line narrowly escaped 
a shrapnel shell which burst near his 
automobile. It was then that the ma- 
jor who recounted these events gath- 
ered the remnant of the division and 
fought out the remainder of the day 
until the new Italian lines of defense 
were formed across the Frarizella and 
Gadena passes leading to the Brenta 
valley and the plain. 
Tt is here the 
lines are now 
resting, 
with 
good 
prospects of holding.

Second — Federal ' incorporation 
of 


ntftrsta,tc carriers. 
Third—Federal regulation of rates. 


War department' as saying that the 
Red Cross has been feminized (o a 
high degree.

nurses that are trained and fit should 
be sent into active service at the front.

with unified regulation under one head 
and regional sub-divisions, the present 
difficulties would be overcome. Many 
varied views are offered as to how the 
railroads can be rehabilitated without 


which 
government ownership, among 
are the following: 


First—Increased rates and shorter 


periods of suspension. 
Second—Federal regulation of rates 


and security issues. 
Third—Federal regulation of wages. 
Fourth—Repeal of state and federal 
anti-trust acts in their application to 
railroads. 
Fifth—A division 
of the duties of 


the Interstate commerce commission, 
BO the same body does not act as pro- 
secutor, judge and jury. 
Sixth—Co-operation on the part of 
legislative, regulating and shipping in- 
terests to protect railroad credit and 
to further railroad expansion. 
Seventh—Co-operation of investors 


to protect and maintain credit. 
Eighth—Recognition of our national 


unity of interest in 
a 
fundamental 


economic problem. 


The third and fourth of these propo- 


sitions, particularly the fourth, seem 
quite radical, although both may be 
found necessary in order to bring the 
railroads back to their normal condi- 
tion of 
prosperity and working effi- 


ciency. 


There has been such an overwhelm- 


ing slump iu railroad securities that it 
will require about a billion dollars a 
year for some years to bring them up 
to a status in which they will be able 
to handle the ever expanding business 
of the country in a satisfactory man- 
ner. But We are at war, 
and 
the 


needs of the government a,re impera- 
tive. Hence there is no time for ex- 
perimentation or tho slow constructive 
work here suggested. Hence govern- 
ment control for the duration of the 
war and government assistance finan- 
cially appear to bo the only methods 
by which the railroads can be made 
to meet tho present 
needs of 
the 


nation. 


President Wilson has 
decided 
to 


recommend to congress a plan for the 
unification of the railroads for the 
duration of the war. It will probably 
overcome their present 
inability 
to 


meet the necessities of the nation.

Tho Roman emperor, Constantino,

forward became objects of pious ven- 
eration to pilgrims from every part of 
the world. 


Jerusalem fell under foreign domin- 


ation in 614 when stormed by the Per- 
sian king-. It was restored to the "Ro- 
man emperor in 628, but in 637 fell in- 
to the hands of Calif Omar and in 
1077 passed under Turkish domination. 
In 1099 it was taken by assault under 
Peter the Hermit and 
declared the 


capital of a Christian kingdom "which 
was maintained until 13.87, when the 
city passed under the yoke of 
the 


great Saladin. since which time, with 
a few slight interruptions, it has been 
under Turkish rule. 


Its capture by the British will prob- 


ably restore it permanently to Chris- 
tian sway despite the peace slogan of 
"no annexations and no indemnities." 
The city should be held under interna- 
tional protection as the prl&ttive seat 
of Christianity, the physical witness of 
man's redemption, made sacred as tho 
Bcenc of many of Christ's 
miracles,

memorials of the Savior's passion and 
death.

Pension AVidows 


In the Ashbrook pension bill, which 
passed the last session of congress 
the American government lor the first 
time offers certain of its women eit 
izens an insurance against unsuccess- 
ful marriKge. Up to the present time 
a pensioned soldier's widow who re- 
married 
automatically 
disappeared 


from the pension rolls. But now, un- 
der this new legislation, she can re- 
sume her pensionable status on tha 
death of her second husband. 
But the law 
does far more 
than 
that. In caso such a soldier's widow 
marries again and is divorced from the 
second husband for causes that reflect 
'no discredit upon herself, 
she again 
automatically 
regains 
her 
pension. 


Evidently remarriage 
is thus 
made 
safe for soldiers' widows, the sacred 
institution, so far 
as they are 
con- 
cerned, loses its traditional character 
of a lottery. 
Taken in 
connection 
with the easy divorce laws of many 
states, the 
eligible 
soldier's 
widow 
runs not the slightest risk. 
She en- 
ters the state with .tho foreknowledge 
that, if the prospective husband proves 
unsatisfactory, the government stands 
ready to protect her against the finan- 
cial consequences of having made a 
bad choice. 
This pension wonder advances to the 
pension 
roll 
many 
thousands 
of 
widows who have been storming it foi 
years. The original pension law grant- 
ed allowances only to "war 
widows" 
—that is, women whose husbands bad 
been killed iu the Civil war. 
But con- 
gress, in 1890, 
passtjd 
a law which 
"covered in" all the women who had 
married soldiers up to that date. This 
legislation caused tremendous protest 
at the time, as it was claimed that 
young women, 
born in many 
cases, 
after tho war, 
had married 
veterans 
merely for the purpose of 
ascending 
the pension roll after their husband's 
death. 
In this Ashbrook law, any girl who 
married a soldier 
before 190» 
will 
draw 520 a month for life after his 
death. 
Here, for example, is a girl, 
aged 22 in 1900, who marries a GO or 
70-year old veteran, 
She herself waa 


born in 1SS3, nearly 20 years after the 
war ended. 
On her husband's death 
she gets ?-0 a month for life. 
If she 
lives until she is !JO she will draw this 
pension, merely because she hnd the 
foresight to marry a poor old veteran 
who was tottering toward the grave.

In the Ashbrook pension bill, which 
passed the last session of. congress, 
the American government for the lirst 
time offers certain of its women cit- 
izens an insurance against unsuccess- 
ful marriage.

A major of the general's staff who

said there were three Bersaglieri regi- 
ments, some Aljnnc- battalions and one 
ii» fan try regiment 
in the division in 


addition to the usual quota of batteries 
ot field and middle calibre gun.s. These

intensity last Wednesday. For 24 hour« 
one Bersaglieri regiment

Stubbed (o Death 


The Alpini fought their way up the 


hill, gaining the summit against heavy 
odds, only to find their comrades cut 
to pieces. 
Most of them were lying 
dead from stab wounds. Now the Al- 
pini battalions found themselves in th« 
centre of a concentration of 
enemy 


forces which carried back and forth 
in the fury of the fighting along tho 
Elopes. 
Others remained on the -sum- 


nit with the enemy surrounding' them. 
At 9 o'clock on Wednesday morning1 


the 
colonel of these battalions sent ' 
his last report to the general, it said 
laconically: "Tho enemy is on f i l l sides 
Jind f am about to charge." That was i 
the last which was ever heard of him ; 
or of any of his men. 


The enveloping- enemy masses grew 


denser, and the gallant Alpini 
band 


which hud gone, to rescue tho Feraaj 
lieri was wiped out uf existence. 


The lighting1 continued along other • 


points of. the line u n t i l 
the forces ! 


were decimated and 
il became clear : 


that the enemy greatly outnumbered 
the Italians. 
The general himself who j 


was directing operations from u point 
just back of the linr narrowly escaped 
a shrapnel .shell which hurst near hi.s j 
automobile.
